THE PLANNERS and builders of 
Jerusalem have been racing for 
some ‘time now against the surging 
population growth of the city’s 
ulira-Orthadox communities. On 
the outcome of this race hinges the 
possibility of peaceful relations — 
or at least a truce — between the 
ultra-Orthodox and other Jews in 
many of the city’s northern 
neighbourhoods. 

From the nuclear areas of Mea 
Shearim and Geula, the ultra- 
Orthodox groups have spread out 
and taken over several older 
northern neighbourhoods, such as 
Kerem Avraham and Beit Yisrael, 
and are increasing their hold on the 
Bukharan Quarter and Mekor 
Baruch. 

Even the newer areas of Kiryat 
Mattlersdorf, Kiryat Sanz and Ezrat 
Tora — built especially for the 
ultra-Orthodox in the "60s and early 
‘70s — are now overcrowded, Some 
of them were built next to what was 
the armistice ne with Jordan, but 
this didn’t disturb tlie residents.

each year from haredi centres in the 
US., Britain and Belgium. Last 
year haredim comprised about one- 
third of all the olim who came to 
Jerusalem. ᾿ 

The Jerusalem Municipality un- 
der Mayor Teddy Kollek has long 
held that the best way of achieving 
peaceful coexistence in the city isto 
keep its varied and often mutually 
hostile groups apart.

Wouldn't it be easier 
lo set aside parts of new areas 
such as Ramot, Gilo and Neve 
Ya'acov for haredim, making sure 
that they were settled in quiet cor- 
ners of the neighbourhood to keep 
mutual interference to a minimum? 

It's not so simple, says Davara. 
Ultra-Orthodox neighbourhoods 
should be physically distant from 
other areas because of the extreme 
sensitivity of their residents to viola- 
tions of Shabbat and so on. There 
is also the problem of clashing 
more in everyday life, he says. The 
overflow from the older haredi 
centres into the Bukharan Quarter 
and Mekor Baruch has created ten- 


‘sions and clashes despite the fact 


that the older residents of these 
ureas, most of whom are Oriental, 
regard themselves as traditional 
Jews. The Oriental tolerance for 
diverse styles of religious obser- 
vance, not to mention the more 
free-wheeling ways of their youth, 
doesn't mix well with the haredi life- 
style.

ANOTHER advantage of separate 
haredi neighbourhoods is that they 
can be planned to sult the unique 
cultural needs of these com- 
munities.

“Of course,” he adds, to balance 
the picture, “you don't have to 
spend money on building youth 
clubs and matnasim [community 
centres] in haredi areas. 

“The trend today in the haredi 
community is for ever finer distinc- 
tions in schools and yeshivot. The 
Agudat Yisrael Beit Ya'acoy 
network of girls’ schools isn’t good 
enough for some groups, so they 
open their own. And hassidic 
groups such as Rozhin, Belz, 
Vishnitz and Slonim have their own 
talmud tora schools, And then there 
are the differences between schools 
that teach in Yiddish and those in 
Hebrew.” 


WHAT MAY BE an anthro- 
pologiat's delight is a planner’s 
nightmare. Davara wearily 
acknowledges that each group and 
faction needs its own educational 
and cultural facilities even though 
according to "normal" criteria 
there would be no justification for 
them, "In any case,” he says, 
“neighbourhood plans miust allocate 
space for them even if many of the 
smaller schools are not funded by 
the state.”

"τς took the private contractors 
by surprise and virtually forced 
them to designate their area, Stage 
|, for religious only. They were in- 
itially not pleased with this, since it 
fimited their clientele and forced 
them to plan for more institutions, 
yet it has turned out to be a blessing 
in disguise. The serious slump in the 
housing market during the last year 
and a half — when the buildings 
started going up — has not been felt 
in the religious sector, where de- 
mand is still strong. 

In Stage I of Har Nof, 129 private 
contractors are building 2,000 flats, 
about 20 per cent of which will be 
ready for occupancy in about four 
months, The rest will be ready in 
aboul a year and a half. 

A recent decision by the 
municipality, the Housing Ministry 
and the Israel Lands Administration 
has frozen Stage 11, with its 1,200 
planned Παίς and numerous haredi 
institutions. : 

The next haredi neighbourhood 
on the horizon will thus rise in the 
northern part of the city, a8 part of 
the first stage of development of the 
aca between Neve Ya’acov and 
French Hill. A haredi development 

of 1,500 flats on ἃ hill called Pisgat 
Amir will be built, together with a 
aon-Orthodox area, also of 1,500 
flats, on the nearby hill of Pisgat 
Tal. The aim is to isolate the haredi 
area from the other neighbouthood 
and from the main roads in the area 
that cannot be closed on Shabbat 
and holidays, 


A CLOSE look at who is moving in 
lo Stage ἴ of Har Nof reveals that 
the idea of a fully-planned 
Orthodox community with ade- 
quate Facilities and protection from 
secular intrusions may still be out of 
teach, 

In the first stage of building, 
before the religious clientele began 
to show interest, some contractors 
sold flats to family and friends to 
tise enough cash lo get work 
Started. According to an agent for 
one of the contractors, many of 
these initial buyers are not 
Orthodox, and their life-styles will 
probably clash with the majority of 
the future residents. Moreover, 
some of the non-Orthodox contrac-

Despite the best intentions of the 
city and ministry planners to 
provide religious facilities for the 
residents, the needs of the 
neighbourhood cannot be known 
until the various shades of Orthodox 
— from the college-educated 
American to the Mea Shearim has- 
sid — actually move in. Even the 
olim from the U.S, come in three 
main varieties, says Chait: hassidim, 
the ‘yeshiva crowd,’ and the 
“Young Israel types,” each of them 
with their own style of prayer and in 
some cases distinct preferences for 
their children's schools. Yellow 
mini-buses will thus soon be plying 
the roads through the Jerusalem 
hills, 
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NO DISCUSSION of religious ten- 
sions in northern Jerusalem would 
be complete without a look at 
Ramot, the area that for many hos 
come to symbolize the secular side 
of the conflict, in the wake of the 
Ramot Road controversy. But 
Ramot, too, is developing ἃ sizable 
Orthodox population, both planned 
and unplanned, which holds the 
seeds of future tensions. 

The sprawling development on 
the hills northwest of the city, 
designed for 10,000 flats, includes 
several enclaves of several hundred 
flats each that were planned for the 
modern Orthodox.

Treasures from Paris 


THE OLDEST existing and only 
known Western Medieval Ark of 
the Law, dated 1472, is one of the 
170 objects of Jewish ritual art from 
the Cluny Museun and the Con- 
sistoire in Paris, which go on show 
at the Isracl Museum on May 18. 
Most of the objects come from the 
first-ever collection of Jewish art in 
France, begun more than 140 years 
ago by a Jewish composer, Isaac 
Strauss. Also on show are items 
belonging to the Jewish community 
of Paris. ‘ 

Strauss, the original collector, 
was born in Strasbourg in (806 and 
became a lending figure in musical 
circles during the reign of Louls- 
Philippe and Napoleon 1Π. In 1844, 
he was appointed musical director 
of the Thermal Baths at Vichy; in

1852, he became director of the 
Orchestra of Court Balls and the 
Masques of the Opera. 

Strauss wus also an avid collector, 
During his travels throughout 
Europe he assembled a group of 
Jewish ritual objects, The Impor- 
tance of this collection was in no 
way appreciated during his lifetime, 
But after his death in 1888, the 
Baroness Nathaniel de Rothschild 
acquired the 140 items on condition 
that the French nation accept them 
as a gift. In 1890, the collection 
entered the Cluny Museum, where 
it was on display until the outbreak 
of World War Ii, 

Since Victor Klagsbald started 
working on the collection for the 
Israel Museum, the objects have 
been seen in special exhibitions in

Paris and Strasbourg; this is the first 
time they will be seen outside 
France,

THE RITUAL OBJECTS on dis- 
Play are representative of Jewish 
communities throughout Europe — 
France, Italy, Austria, Germany, 
Holland — and also from Moracco, 
The wide-ranging selection includes 
Tora breastplates, prayer books, 
spice-boxes, ketubol, Seder plates, 
wedding rings, Hanukka and Shab- 
bat lamps. 

Οἵ special interest and value are a 
number of pleces which date back 
to the 14th century, For example, a 
Hanukka lamp from [4th-century 


‘France was found in the 19th cen- 


tury in the ancient Jewish quarter of 
Lyons. This would date the lamp 


prior to 1394, the δι οὶ of the expul- 
sion of the Jews from the city. 

A prayerbook from the 
Rhineland includes a calendar com- 
mencing in the year 1323, 

One of only five known objects 
wich pre-date the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion is included in this collection; a 
stone alnis box dated 1319 and in- 
scribed in Sephardi Hebrew. A 
solection of beautiful wedding rings 
includes one from fate 15th century 
Italy made of gold and enamel, 
fashioned with a faceted roof of a 
symbolic building.

If WAS VERY, very funny, until 
suddenly men started dying.

When [ was a boy, I read scores 
of books by a British writer named 
G.A. Henty. {f my memory does not 
deceive me, his stories had such 
cugaging litles as With Clive to India, 
With Kitchener to the Sudan, With 
Roberts to Kabul, and With Wolfe to 
Quebec, The heroes of these tales 
were teenagers, generally buglers, 
who accompanied great British 
generals on expeditions 10 teach the 
French or the aboriginals of distant 
lands to respect the Union Jack, 

Later I devoured beoks glorifying 
the same ideal, in more 
sophisticated form, written by 
Rudyard Kipling, who preached 
that the British must hold “domi- 
nion over palm and pine,” although 
they shauld do so with “an humble 
and a contrite heurt.” [n those days 
large chunks of the globe in my atlas 
were coloured red, to inidicate that 
they belonged to the British Em- 
pire: The colour red was very 
suitable, and symbolized both the 
thin red line of heroes, the British 
redcoats, and the blood of the 
breeds without the law. 

Margaret Thatcher, the prime 
minister of England, also grew up, 
apparently, on Henty and Kipling, 


und apparently made up her mind to 
become a bugler if ever given the 
chance, Unfortunately for her, by 
the time she had the power to turn 
her dreams into reality, the British 
hud fought to save the civilized 
world from Hitler, and the grateful 
world had promptly rewarded them

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MOSHE MENUHIN, the patriarch 
of one of classical music's most dis- 
tinguished clans, died recently al ΓΦ 
home in Los Gatos, California, at, 
the age of 89. 1 did not go to my 
grandfather's funeral and nor did 
his son, my uncle Yehudi, although 
he was in New York at the time and 
photied me in Los Angeles a few 
days later to Inform me of his 
father's death. ἢ 

Just as Moshe had wanted, there 
were no rabbis at his funeral ser- 
vices, for he hated rabbis, whom he 
considered tribalistic and super- 
stitious, But he was still enough of a 
Jew to have included, on the tape 
recording prepared long ago for his 
funeral, a very carly recording of 
Yehudi playing Ravel's Kaddish. 
There was also an equally early 
recording of Yehudi’s hauntingly 
beautiful rendering of Bach's Violin 
Concerto in E Major. Yehudi, who 
was considered the greatest child 
prodigy of the 20th century when he 
-made those recordings in the Twen- 
ties, played the prayerful music in 
all its dark moodiness, with the soul 
of an old, wise man. 

My mother Yaltah, who was also 
a child prodigy as a pianist, as was 
her sister Hephzibah, was featured 
playing a, selection from Dvorak's 
Songs My Mother Taught Me. 

Moshe'’s choice of music for his 
own funeral told a fot about this 
man who nover came to lerms with 
his own heritage. fronically, in the

end, as much as he had tried to, he 
did not depart this life as anything 
but a Jew. 

The day after 1 talked with 
Yehudi, [ received a letler from my 
mother in London. It mostly con- 
tained her thoughts about her 
father’s death: It’s been a rough 
year for Yaltah, just as it's been for 
most people in London, Just before 
Moshe (whom the children called 
Abba) died, she had been f esling ter- 
ribly sad about her sister 
Hephzibah’s untimely death late, 
last year, Her thoughts were, of 


course, not unaffected by the fact 
that the West Hampstead 
neighbourhood where she lives has 
been changing; now it has muggings 
and rapes, just like any American 
urban neighbourhood. 

Yehudi had prefaced his 
telephone announcement with the 
observation that he knew his father 
had treated me shabbily, which was 
true enough. But he added that, in 
the end we are better for remember- 
ing the good parts of a human being. 
T agreed, 

From the moment I had received 
the news of my grandfather's death, 
in my mind's eye I had been seeing 
the long, Persian-carpeted hallways 
of Moshe’s California home, where 
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I had spent so many wonderful days 
as a child. In those hallways were 
the book-lined shelves where 
Moshe first introduced me to the 
iconoclastic writings of Mark Twain 
and Colonel Robert Ingersoll. 

From my grandfather, I also dis- 
covered The Nation magazine, and 
as | listened to him telling stories of 
his youth, I began developing a 
sense of social injustice. 


MY GRANDFATHER, you see, 


was a pariah in Israel. His book, The 
Decadence of Judaism in Our Time, 
was published by the Institute for 
Palestine Studies in Beirut. 

Moshe grew up in Palestine at the 
turn of the century, and was one of 
the 1913 graduating class of Tel 
Aviv's Herzliya Gymnasia, most of 
whom went on to become founders 
of the State of Israel after World 
War II. But Moshe, who rejected 
the religion of the 16th-century 
Russian rabbinic dynasty from 
which he sprang, was befriended 
more by the Arabs in Palestine than 
by his own people 

Some of his arguthents against the 
solipsistic Zionism of his contem- 
poraries are well worth considering. 
But many of his arguments regret- 
tably revealed a stroak of insane 
self-hatred, and it was as if he 
almost hoped for the Holocaust that 
he warned would one day visit Israe! 
for Its sins against the Arabs. 

In 1917 Moshe left Palestine and 


SHOPPING 


in the early Twenties served ag 
superintendent of San Francisco's 
Hebrew schools. But the emergence 
of his son's prodigious talents as a 
violinist (Yehudi gave his first 
recital when he was six) cut short his 
own career, He devoted the rest of 
his life to nurturing the talents of his 
three remarkable children, and to 
pamphleteering against the State of 
Israel. 

As I told Yehudi, I once loved my 
grandfather very much. He ἰῃ- 
troduced me to the world of books 


and ideas, and to the kind of. 


philosophical humanism the world 
needs more οἵ, He was loving to me 
when I was @ small boy, but rejected 
me, when I grew a little older, with 
an arbitrariness that was more fil- 
ting to a despot than a grandfather, 
He was, 88 my mother Yaltah said, a 
“tortured soul,” who vilified certain 


‘members of his family as if they 


were his enemies for reasons that 
seemed to follow no normal human 
logic. : 

Yaltah wrote me that he was men- 
tally alert to the last — he was ex- 
tremely weak — and strangely 
enough, a letter he wrote her shortly 
before his death ‘was a sweet and 
loving note. He may have made his 
peace with all of us finally," she ad- 
ded hopefully. Ώ

For example: it is 250 years (not

Pasta and pesce

ITALIAN FOOD ix more than just 
pasta. Indeed [ am told that the en- 
lire [talian peninsula is busy 
watching its collective waistline, 
eating sandwiches for lunch, and 
otherwise demonstrating its 
culinary variability. 

However, pasta still reigns in the 
{talian diaspora, as 1 saw twice last 
week. The first occasion was a 
lunch in Tel Aviv where my compa- 
nion and | decided 10 try a little 
Italian restaurant, Vittorio, 
squeezed in between a Scientology 
office and a cinema, opposite the 
Dan Hote) on Hayurkon Street. 

‘The restaurant is very smull, with 
less than 10 tables, However, 
perhups becuuse it was junchiime, 
we were the sole clients, We were 
served by the proprietor's affuble 
sun, Who told us his futher was in 
Italy — perhaps buying 4 new supp- 
ly of parmesan. 

Or perhaps the futher was busy 
buying pasta, for the crnnelloni 
which 1 ordered a8 a first course 
were made with rolled crepes rather 
than with giant noodles of pasta 
dough. (n fact, when friends asked 
me about making cannelloni, 1 
recommended just this procedure: 
Prepare a@ filling, roll it in a crepe, 
trim the ends, and serve hot with a 
sauce, 


But | think an Hatian restaurant 
with pretensions ~— αἱ least in 
regards to price — should provide 
the real thing: long tubes of pasta, 
filled with a mixture of chopped 
veal and brains, seasoned with 
nutmeg. I'm not sure what was in 
these cannelloni, firstly because 
there was little room for any filling 
inside the crepes, and secondly 
because the sauce — a mixture of 
tomatoes, parsley and gurlic — was 
quite shurp. On the whole, they 
Were mot ἢ success. 


MY COMPANION's shrimp in but- 
ter and garlic sauce, on the other 
hund, was very good. But this is 
hardly served exclusively in Malian 
Testuurunts. In fuct, it is practically 
a standby in any non-kosher 
restaurant with an cye on the 
expense-tccount crowd, All that’s 
needed is fresh seafood and enough 
garlic. 

For the main course, 1 decided: 
upon a merfan, a marvellous-looking 
fish, @ specimen of which was 
mounted on the restaurant-wall, It 
looks fierce with its large head, 
snake-like body, and fins extending 
like wings. The fish itself, prepared 
with what the waiter described as a 
“special sauce," was excellent. 

The fish had a firm, white and 


delicious flesh. The sauce — a rich 
mixiure of capers, onions and olives 
— did much to enhance it, But good 
though the sauce was, | don't think 
my companion expected it on his 


red mullet. The fish itself was very 
good; nothing was served with it. 
For dessert, I had a home-made 
nut parfait which 1 enjoyed very 
much, My companion also liked his 


Pistachio parfait. The Turkish cof. 
fee was adaquate. 

The house wine, Carmel 
Sauvignon selected, was pleasant 
enough for us to finish the bottle 
and ask for another half-bottle, 
which was provided in α carafe, — 

The bill came to just over IS1,100, 


AN ITALIAN culinary experience 
of ἃ very different sort presented 
itself a few days later, when I visited 
the home of Carlo Scarabone, a 
native of Turin presently making his 
home in Ma‘aleh Ephraim in 
Samaria. 

A former racing-car driver end 
snilor, Carlo has what must be the 
only electric pasta machine in 
Samaria. But what impressed me 
was not the pasta alla chitara that he 
made for us, but the bagna caoda 
which preceded it. The latter is a 
Turinese specialty which 1 never 
had before; it is excellent both asan 
appetizer and for parties. 

To make a bagna caoda, heat 75 
grams of butter (three-quarters of a 
small package) with half a cup of 
ollve oil. To this add three crushed 
cloves of garlic and four mashed 
anchovies. When the mixture is hot, 
transfer it to a chafing dish. 

Serve the hot sauce with raw 
fresh vegetables, either whole or cut 
into pieces. Among the vegetables 
which Carlo served were radishes, 
cabbage, raw artichokes, celery, 
carrots and peppers. The contrast 


‘between the crisp cold vegetables 


and the hot, aromatic sauce will be 
particularly pleasant in the hot 
weather ahead of us. fa

OF COURSE, the big event of the 
Internationa! Day of Dance (April 
29) was the premiere of Sara Levi- 
Tanai's Song of Songs. Its perfor- 
mance by the Inbal Dance Theatre 
at the Jerusalem Theatre, was at- 
tended by President and Mrs. 
Navon, 

The three-part work lived up to 
what one has come to expect from 
Sara Levi-Tanai, Though it 
sometimes sounded and looked 
more like songs and songs, instead 
of Song of Songs, there were ex- 
citing sections that reached mo- 
ments of exaltation. 

The choreographer did not make 
a consecutive “story.” She wisely 
chose to be true to the essence of 
the text — sensuous, symbolic — as 
inspiration for a series of dances 
rather than using it as “libretto.” In 
Part One, entitled “The Flowers 
Appear on the Earth," the dances 
were patently linked wilh the 
Yemenite dances seen in the foyer 
before the performance on stage. 
This may have been unplanned but 
was a felicitous touch, illustrating 
how creative choreography makes 
use of authentic sources. 

The music (Shlomo Grunich) 
here began with a too close 
resemblance to Western, pious 
choral music, but gradually changed 
to Jewish cantillating intonations 
nearer home. The decor and 
costumes (Moshe Sternfeld, 
Yehudit Grunspan) were simple but 
effective: a sparse “ark,” which 
served many purposes, lengths of 
white material that suggested many 
things, even tents, and always head- 
dresses that had their own 
significance, 


YET THESE scenes seemed to be 
no more than usual Inbal Dance 
Theatre (however good). Whal 
taised the pitch was Part Two, en- 


- titled “T am Black but Comely."

In Part Three, “Who is this Who 
cometh Out of the Wilderness,” 
which could have been a wedding, 
there were moments like paeans of 
worship, when the “bride” (Tamar 
Salomi) in rich, red velvet and gold 
ornaments was reverently raised up 
like a Tora, while the 
“congregation” circled round. The 
movement was again traditional, the 
singing ritual, the effect beautiful.

As prelude to the performance, 
groups of Kurdish and Yemenite 
dancers and singers and a trio of ex- 
pert Arab drummers set the mood 
for what was to come. Compered by 
Ayala Goren, this lively episode in- 
deed enhanced the Day of Dance. 


EARLIER in the day, Lotte Goslar 
of the renowned Pantomime Circus 
of America had given a talk and 
demonstration in the Israel 
Museum, which, regrettably, 1 was 
unable to atténd, At the Rubin 
Academy in Jerusalem, four 
pioneers of dance — Deborah Ber- 
tonoff, Yehudit Ornstein, Mia Ar- 
batova and Elsa Dublon — spoke of 
their careers and were prompted by 
questions to give some of their ideas 
on dance, ᾿ 

In the morning in Tel Aviv, a 
large gathering of teachers 
celebrated the 15th anniversary of 
the Israel] branch of the Royal 
Academy of Dancing (London). On 
the stage of the Bat-Dor Theatre, 
Alan Hooper, head of London's 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art 
(RADA), who had coine specially

NEARLY ALL the ‘'Col- 
laborations" presented in the Israel 
Museum last Saturday night 
achieved impressive relationships 
between the composer-players and 
the dancer-choreographers. The 
programme certainly showed the 
vivifying effect of live music on 
dance, 

However, the fine dance creators 
did not always show equal quality as 
dancers, Miriam Ben Baruch fitted 
highly fertile ideas in her Wasteland 
to Robin Heifetz’s electronic com- 
position, but her rolling on the 
ground was untidily managed, her 
arms often looking forgotten. 

Esti Kenan in Duo worked closely 
with the admirable tenor saxophone 
music of Stephen Horenstein, but in 
the frenzied moments she showed 
none of the basic discipline to make 
dance different from dementia, and 
little of the polish she later brought 
to Slow Dance/Walking Day (with 
Horenstein at the piano). - 

On the other hand, Flora 
Cushman's Linear Fragments, with 
less ferment that usual in her 
choreography, was given patina 
and projection by Aya Rimons 
positive performance, and il was 
also helped by Indian music played 
by Aby Kurkar (violin) and Shlomo 
and Moses Nagani (Indian drums). 

The plano score and playing οἱ 
Liz Magnes was fully in tune with 
Joan Klein's choreography (though 
the relevance of the title Requiem: 
For a Friend escpaed me). The tiny 
stage obviously hampered dancer 
Ada Bilu, but she gave the work 
style, especially in her flexible 
moves on and round the chair. .

ART HAS a way of dancing two 
steps forward and three steps 
backward, while actually making 
some progress. Something of the 
sort has happened to Yadid Rubin, a 
young kibbutznik art teacher who, 
in the Sixties, studied at the Vienna 
Academy and with New Horizons 
survivors Steimatsky and 
Streichman at the Avni Institute, 
Rubin, who has experimented with 
environmental installations and who 
has made many conceptual works of 
ἃ serial nature connected with land- 
scape, has suddenly turned back to 
the type of landscape painting that 
served as the point of departure for 
the New Horizons movement four 
decades ago, but using the often 
harsh colours and gestural man- 
nerisms of what is conveniently cal- 
led New Painting. 

Rubin has, in effect, returned to a 
disguised realism, using devices 
employed by Corot and then ths 
Impressionists. Rubin's views of 
kibbutz fields and roads give one a 
feeling of air and depth, of looking 
into an actual landscape, but one 
rendered in painterly terms that 
often rely on simple perspective and 
tonal contrasts, for his colour is not 
used in a truly impressionist man- 
ner. Occasionally both hue and pig- 
ment get too opaque for comfort, as 
in a line of deep red trees in a 
painting with an otherwise fauvist 
foreground. 

Much of Yadid Rubin's work is 
really painterly. One work is truly 
beautiful: a distant car on a 
vanishing road is banked by an ever 
darkening wall of trees (see 
reproduction). Buildings and distant 
trees line the horizon. Nothing is 
drawn, all is suggested, in fluid 
strokes of overpainted, semi- 
transparent non-local colour, on a 
field of impressionist greys. 

The bank of trees is rendered in 


the chatky browns, pink and blue. 


used to such great effect by Zaritsky 
in his later abstractions, while the 
thunderous mass of trees in deep 
perspective seems taken from 
Zaritsky of the Twenties.

ALEXANDER OKUN, 31}, isa fair- 
fy recent immigrant from Russia 
(1979) where he studied at the 
Leningrad Academy; this is his se- 
cond show within a year. Okun 
renders what would otherwise be 
focal genre in partly grotesque, 
partly neo-classical terms; in a 
technique that combines classical 
oil-paint glazing with the semi- 
opaque over-scumbling so beloved 
of British and Australian artists of 
the Forties, 

His current show is called Shuk, 
inspired by Jerusalem's Muhane 
Yehuda market, but Okun's world is 
nothing like that venue. His ritual 
slaughterers grabbing a cockerel are 
almost Flemish; and the naked wife 
bringing her religious husband a cup 
of coffee to his stall is part Giotto, 
while his sad bride offering her nip- 
ples is not far removed from Botero. 

Okun does not imitate these ar- 
tists, He is still in search of a style. 
His often intriguing pictures are 
sometimes marred by being in two 
different styles and two different 
sets of colour harmonies. The can- 
vases are thus roughly halved, either 
from left to right or from top to bot- 
tom. The nude with the coffee cup 
is entirely divorced, in style, colour 
and lighting, from the man she is 
serving, If she is meant to be his fan- 
tasy, then she is more alive in colour 
than he is, The picture may have 
been conceived symbolically but its 
lack of unity detracts from the 
drama inherent in the confronto- 
tion. 

Not all Okun's pictures are sym@ 
bolic, though he tries to make of 
genre something other than the 
everyday, His basic difficulties lie 
with the inconsistencies within each 
work, like the woman with a 
straightforward head and triangular, 
fruit-like breasts. 

Much more of a unity is the well- 
painted “Chavera Aleph”, a head 
cleverly sited in unexpected asyat- 
metry and nicely painted in consis 
tent harmony of colour and surface. 
It is also the least ambitious of 
Okun's paintings. Perhaps this 
promising artist should lower his 
sights and concentrate on less com- 
plicated compositions until he suc- 
ceeds in resolving conflicts of style.

THE ART world is witnessing a 
period where non-objective 
painting, especially “action-paint- 
ing.” has fallen from grace. 
Those painters who have chosen to 
persevere and remain pure abstrac- 
tionists must be able to create and 
project those universal harmonies 
which sustain the spectators’ in- 
terest. Abstraction must harness the 
same ideals inherent in figurative, 
documentary or realistic painting. 

To n great extent John Byle's pic- 
tures capture this feeling. In- 
tricately arranged in layers of in- 
terwoven shapes on one plune and 
an angular mesh derived from hun- 
dreds of tines on a more frontal 
plane, the two systems are joined by 
using either delicute overglazing as 
a mid-ground or significant fines 
that break into obtruse angles at a 
crucial axis, They are alive, fun and 
exhilarating to look at, 

Different from all the others is 13, 
quite possibly a work that is 
pointing in another direction, The 
surface is controlled by one large 
ochreish. mass surrounded by cool 
greys and warm pink washes. The 
piclorial dynamics are energized by 
ἃ series of understated, (ransparent- 
ly brushed lines that forge a pattern 
on and within the surface of the ma- 
for earth tone shape, not unlike a 
tural landscape that has been punc- 
tured by small knolls and irrigation 
canals, 

_ Over the years, there were ample 

signs that Byle's paintings were 
Ialling prey to the ease of manneri- 
stic line and “lovely-ta-look-at" 
colour manifestations, Byle has 
worked diligently to redirect his art 
into ἃ coordinated, solidly-based, 
abstract style, (Julie M. Gallery, 7

LIKE ANY other artist, an art 


Photographer must have ἃ point of 
view, Hanan Laskin, a photographer 
born and raised in Tel Aviv (and 


currently head of photographic 
studies at the Besalel Academy), 
hus taken a fresh look ut Tel Aviv, 
the city to which he is emotionally 
attached, The results, a couple of 
dozen black-and-white bromides, 
describe a place that appears to 
have no beginning, middle or end, 
yet is definitely not anonymous, 
Nothing inherent in the several 
themes he has shot, including 
streets, beuch, and detailed textures 
give the viewer a condensed ap- 
preciation of a city's harmony or 
unity of life style. This obvious 
weitkness is also the show's 
strength. Luskin frames his subjects 
because they are part and parcel of 
the changing flaw of the cityscape. 

Laskin's professionalism is reflect- 
ed in beautifully produced prints, 
The abstract qualities of tonal balan- 
ce, contracting textures and com- 
positional harmony set the tone. 
Mystery and human portraiture are 
supplanted by Laskin's easy 
naturalism; the obvious omission 
here is the figure, the citizen. 
Evidently Laskin's love of Tel Aviv 
is focused on the light, the spaces 
and the concrete physical presence 
that can chronicle the spirit of a 
place without resorting (ὁ iflu- 
strated human poetry. (Touret 
Gallery, 3 Jabotinsky, Tel Aviv).

UNABLE TO break with rigid 
philosuphy or deterntined to prrsue 
a singular motif until repetition 
beats the images silly, the obsessed 
artist. can eventually become a 
creator of charicature. Ilana Goor is 
ἃ sculptor who shows marked im- 
provement al severul levels, yet on 
others continues to fail all down the 
line. Her greatest problem is her in- 
ability lo stop, her unwillingness to 
leave a form, plane or edge un- 
touched, Subsequently, Goor's 
figurative bronzes drown in the 
Buroque manner of decorated 
edges, over-burdened surfaces und 
delirious sentimentality. Her 
favourite subject, an expressionist 
interpretation of human suffering, is 
illustrated by distoried faces sub- 
merged in large storage jars of Mid- 
dle Eastern origin, They are cliché 
ridden and conservatively designed, 
On the other hand her undulating, 
ripped asunder torsos, replete with 
the unnecessary contrasts of 
polished breasts against natural 
warm patinas, are superior to the 
“men in pots;" she should give them 
more serious attention, (Horace 
Richter Gallery, Simtat Mazal Arie, 
Old Jaffa). 


WORKING ON beige or bulf- 
tinted paper Helen Bar-Lev renders 
smal pen-and-ink wash drawings of 
the Jerusalem landscape, She main- 
tains a warm, personal dialogue be- 
tween herself and her subjects: long 
and medium views of the Judean 
Hills, quiet streets, groves and 
archilectural settings, At times the 
drawings are handled with a 
delicate hand but an adjacent pic- 
ture will contain clumsy depictions 
of texture and shadow. Bar-Lev's 
realistic approach is unsteady, 
parochial and unassuming, but also 
plebian and over-familiar, (Old 
Jaffa Gallery, Simtat Mazal Arie, Old 
Jaffa).

ON A tiny Caribbean island, in a 
household already fraught with ten- 
sion, the chocolate keeps disap- 
pearing... 

Tar Baby is not only a novel to 
read but also to savour, Both 
tragedy and poetry with a touch of 
mystery, it is told with finely 
detailed description and striking, 
memorable dialogue. It has the kind 
of polished structure in which a 
compelling plot stems from master- 
ly characterization and the pace 
grips the reader right up to the sur- 
prise ending — which is not such a 
surprise when you come to think of 
it and which skilfully echoes the 
bock’s opening pages. 

Jadine, the heroine, is an in- 

teresting portrayal — black, 
beautiful, intelligent and highly 
modern. She is a graduate of the 
Sorbonne and a successful fashion 
model who has been chosen for the 
eover of Efe. (Her education has 
been paid for by Valerian Street, the 
white employer of her uncle and 
aunt.) But, although at times "Jade" 
has a tough and organized approach 
to the world, she is young and can 
be bewildered and vulnerable. The 
fashion world "was nothing like she 
thought it would be: soft and lovely 
smiles in soft and lovely clothes. It 
was knife hard and everybody 
frowned and screamed all the 
time.” 
_ There is haunting, vivid sense 
imagery, "the bloodclot heads of 
the bougainvillea... the banana- 
trees puffed up and stiff like the 
fingers of gouty kings...

Their relationship with its ec- 
stasy, its intensity and its conflicts 
dominates the book. For all the 
authenticity of {ts contemporary 
setting, Tar Baby has the appeal of a 
timeless, universal tale of star- 
corss,d love. “...1f he loved and lost this 
woman whose sleeping face was the 
limit his eyes could safely behold 
and whose wakened face threw him 
into confusion, he would surely lose 
the world.” 


RUMER GODDEN'S latest novel, 
The Dark Horse, is based on a true 
incident. 

Set in Calcutta in the 1930s, it 
centres round Dark Invader, a 
beautiful thoroughbred with a power- 
ful will and personality of his own. 
So far he has had one win, but only 
one. His form on the home gallops 
is excellent, bul he has never again 
had a success in public. 

_ He is bought cheaply by a mil- 
lionaire, Casimir Alarie Bruce 
Leventine, of indeterminate 
nationality, who has him brought 
from England to India. In Calcutta 
his new trainer is John Quillan, a 
former cavalry officer, who has a 
Eurasian wife Dahlia, and a brood 
of children affectionately known a8 
the “bandar-log” — monkey-tribe. 

With the horse comes Ted Mul- 
lins, the stable lad. He is devoted to 
“the Invader,” and it looks as 
though he will make the ideal 
jockey to ride him to victory, But 
Ted has had a drink problem, and in 
a moment of weakness and 
loneliness he gives in to it again. 


THIS IS not only a tale of the turf. 
Down the road from the Quillan 
stables is the convent of the Sisters 
of Our Lady of Poverty who run an 
old people's home by what they call 
“collecting,” an arduous, endless 
and often humiliating round of 
seeking charity, which they carry 


often humour. “We're a continual 
reminder of what people don’t want 
to know,"’ says Mother Morag, their 
Reverend Mother, but she says it 
with a smile, 

The two worlds are linked by 
Dark Invader himself. When “cal- 
lousness and hypocrisy” have the 
whiphand, he throws the riders, 
bolts, and “seeks sanctuary" with 
the nuns, whore he somehow knows 
he will find peace and under- 
standing. This leads to one of ‘the 
highlights of the book — a confron- 
tation between the astute Mr.

Itis a compelling story, beautiful- 
ly told. Rumer Godden spent much 
of her childhood in India and, in an.

She does not flatter the Raj. Ina 
glow of nostalgia she evokes the 
lavish, elegant, exclusive social life 
but John Quillan, a strongly sym.

He himself is candid and compas- 
sionate, and the dialogue has a 
sharp, memorable edge. We are 
taken in flashback to the scene in 
which Colonel Maxwell tells the 
then Captain Quillan that, because 
of his association with the Eurasian 
Dahlia, his passage has been 
booked. To which John replies that 
he has already resigned from the 
regiment and married Dahlia. “You 
young fooll” exclaims Maxwell, 
“Exactly the congratulations | 
thought I should get," answers 
John. 

He never regrets his decision. He 
enjoys his warm, happy family life, 
and has become successful by train- 
ing horses with understanding 
rather than a ready whip. 


IT IS this same blend of candour 
and compassion, the same deter- 
mination Lo succeed by kindness in 
a world of cruelly, that we find in 
Mother Morag and the Sisters of 
Poverty. 

They are all to some extent 
rebels, and the greatest rebel in the 
story is Dark Invader himself. He is 
brown, so he is a dark horse in a 
literal sense. But he is also a 
metaphorical one; he turns out to 
have qualities hardly anyone 
suspected at the outset. And 
metaphorically some of the humans 
turn out to be “dark horses” too. 
The Raj Calcutta itself, “that un- 
pleasant city,” is not all it seems on 
the surface: even there some stories 
can end happily.

LOIS GOULD'S La Presidenta 
(Linden Press, $12.95) is a lushly 
erotic novel based on the life and 
times of Eva end Juan Peron in 
Argentina.

HASTING'S Das Relch 
pone Joseph. £9.95) is a detailed 
chronicle of the march of the 2nd 
55 Panzer Division from Southern 
France to the beaches of Normandy 
in June, 1944. ; ee 

Hours after the Allied Jandings in 
northern France, the German High 
Command ordered 8 selection of 
crack units from around France to 
concentrate in Normandy to crush 
the invasion. Among those sum- 
moned was the Das Reich ar- 
moured division, stationed and 
refitting at Montauban, near 
Toulouse. 

But as the Germans began to rev 

their engines, word went out 

from London to all Resistance units 
to cut German communications, 
block roads and in general hamper 
Nazi troop movements in France. 
What should have been a quict 
three-to-four-day rail move for the 
Das Reich turned into an extended 
two-to-three week slog through the 
maquis-infested Dordogne, the Lot 
und the Corréze. 

The Das Reich had only recently 
returned from the Eastern Front, 
and it was a taste of that warfare 
that the SS meted out to the inhabi- 
tants of southern France. 

Hastings, author of a recent book 
about Entebbe hero Yoni 
Netanyahu, “explains rather than 
explicitly “condemns,” but his bare 
descriptions of the SS's actions dur- 
ing the march are effective enough. 

“To understand how the officers 
of the Das Reich Division behaved 
in June 1944, it is essential to 
Temember what they had spent 
three years learning in Russia,” 
writes Hastings. “The greatest fear 
of an SS officer was that he might be 
considered guilty of weakness or 
cowardice. He could never be 
wrong if he adopted or accepted the 
most drastic solution to a problem.” 

Thus it was thal dozens of French 
hostages were summarily hanged 
from lamp-posts In the town of Tul- 
le and some 600 men, women and 
children were shot or burnt to death 
in Oradour-sur-Glane for no reason 
other than that an 55 battalion com- 
mander was presumed killed by 
Resistance men about a dozen miles 
from the village. 

In attempting to assess the price 
paid by the Resistance — hundreds 
killed — and by non-combatant 
Frenchmen — more than 1,000 kil- 


τ Ied — in attempting to delay the 


progress of the Das Reich as com- 
pared with the SS’s casualties — 
several dozen killed and wounded 
το Hastings delivers an ambivalent 
judgement. He concedes that Allied 
bombings and strafings did far more 
than Resistance actions to confuse 
German communications during 
and after Normandy. 


THINGS may be grim here at 
home, but based on the evidence in 
these two books there's little hope 
for a laugh by larking off abroad. 
The books are the latsest products. 
by what some consider, respective- 
ly, America’s and Britain's top 
_ literary funnypersons. But if they're

“It was only just worth it,” said 
one major SOE executive after the 
war in weighing up his organiza- 
tion’s successes and failures. By 
implication, Hastings thus takes in 
all resistance activities, which led to 
the death of about 100,000 
Frenchmen in direct actions and in 
German reprisals. 

But the strictly military balance 
sheet cannot be considered alone, 
writes Hastings. “Much more than 
this, much more than the number of 
days that the maquis delayed the 
Das Reich (must be considered); 
every man and woman who played 
his part and survived was exalted by 
the experience even through the 
terrible layer of pain. The great con- 
tribution of Resistance — that 
which justified all that SOE did and 
made worthwhile the sacrifice of all 
those who died — wa» towards the 
restoration of the soul of France.” 

Altogether, Hastings’ is a highly 
readable, gripping tale as seen from 
both sides of the barricade and a 
serious contribution to Resistance 
historiography. 


HISTORIOGRAPHY rather than 
history is the main theme of Bar- 
bara Tuchman’ latest, Practising 
History (Knopf. $16.50), which 1 
found disappointing. A collection of 
essays — some recent, some four 
decades old — the book covers both 
Tuchman’s views on writing history 
and a variety of occasional subjects, 


ranging from Japanese expan- 
sionism in the 1930s, to the wiles of 
Henry Kissinger. 

Having written history for some 
decades now, and after producing 
two masterpieces — The Guns of 
August and The Proud Tower — 
Tuchman offers some tentative con- 
clusions about her craft and its sub- 
ject. “From these essays emerges, I 


‘think, a sense of history as acciden- 


tal and perhaps cyclical, of human 
conduct as a steady stream running 
through endless fields of changing 
circumstances, of good and bad 
always coexisting and inextricably 
mixed in periods as in people... As 
to treatment, [ believe that the 
material must precede the thesis, 
that chronological narrative is the 
spine and the blood stream that 
brings history closer to “how it really 
was” and to a proper understanding 
of cause and effect; that, whatever 
the subject, it must be written in 
terms of what was known and 
believed at the time, not from the 
perspective of hindsight..." 

Aside from her immense nar- 
rative skill, Tuchman is a master of 
“colour,” an effective discoverer 
and purveyor of details and anec- 
dotes which give flesh to the bones 
of narrative. In exploining her 
choice and use of “colour,” she 
refers for example to a τὶ ἰπ 
The Guns that describes the landing 
of the British Army in France in 
1914 “and how on that afternoon 
there was a sound of summer 
thunder in the air and the sun went 
down in a blood-red glow.” A friend 


of hers complimented her on her 
“Artistic touch of doom’: “But the 
fact is,” she writes, “it was true.” 
She found the description in the 
memoirs of a British officer who 
landed on that day. "The art, if any, 
consisted only in selecting it and 
ultimately using it in the right 
place.” 

Or she tells of “ἃ minor tragedy of 
The Guns,” referring to her inability 
to work into the text what she 
regarded as a revealing detail about 
the personality of Kaiser Wilhelm: 
Every year the Kaiser gave his wife 
a hal as a birthday present — twelve 
hats which he “selected by himself 
and which she was obliged to wear." 

A detail about the British WWI 

commander, Generai Sir Douglas 
Haig, which she did manage to work 
in, was that during the campaign in 
the Sudan in the 1890s, he had “a 
camel laden with claret” in his per- 
sonal pack train. She calls the 
phrase “a vivid bit of social history 
a thing of beauty, a marvel of dou- 
ble and inner allileration.” In an in- 
teresting aside, Tuchman refers to 
what triggered her subsequent study 
of the world before the Greul War 
(The Proud Tower). “In The New 
York Times tor August 10, 1914, 1 
read un account of the attempt by 
German officers disguised in British 
uniforms to kidnap General Leman 
at Liége. The reporter wrote that 
the General's staff, “maddened by 
the dastardly violation of the rules 
of civilized warfare, spared not but 
slew.” This sentence had a tremen- 
dous effect on me. In it ] saw all the 
difference between the world 
before 1914 and the world since. No 
reporter could write like that 
today... Today the sentence is em- 
burrassing; in 1914 it reflected how 
people thought and the values they 
believed in.” 

Practising History also offers & 
small ‘selection of Tuchman’s essays 
from her journalist days in the 
1930s. Particularly good is “What 
Madrid Reads” published in The 
Nation In November 1937. She 
writes of what had become of 
traditional fairy tales in Republican 
(Communist - Anarchist - Socialkist- 
Liberal) Spain: ‘Little Red Riding 
Hood, tao, has suffered a war 
change. She has become a worker in 
a chocolate factory. After her tragic 
end, her fellow workers get together 
and kill the wolf and chase all his 
rich and powerful friends out of the 
country forever.” 

Tuchman's two essays on Israel 
(“Israel: Land of Unlimited Impas- 
sibilities”, Saturday Evening Post, 
January 14, 1967, and “Israel's Swift 
Sword," The Atiantic, September |, 
1967) | found embarrassing.

liners, when she remembers to 
restrict herself to one line, are not 
especially original, but at least they 
have the virtue of brevity, fe.,, “It 
you're going to America, bring your 
pwn food.” But her stabs at the 
epigram are really more enigmatic 
than epigrammatic: “Letting your 
“child choose his own bedroom fur- 
niture is like letting your dog choose 
his own veterinarian.” The cnigma 
is why anyone would let his kid pick 
furniture — or why anyone would 
think the attempted joke funny. 

Interestingly, Lebowitz had onc 
-truly clever piece in her previous 
book and one successful one here, 


and both are the only ones in which 
the writer allows herself to refer to 
her Jewishness. The first was @ 
parody of a debutante’s pedigree 
which started with the shtet. The 
new piece is an explanation to the 
writer's grandmother in purely 
merchandising terms of how young 
Fran makes her living (running a 
cut-rate comedy shop). The mes- 
sage should bo clear: Lebowitz 
ought to drop the pose and pick up 


on who she really is. 


“A CRITIC for the London Observer 
nonetheless insists that Lebowitz is 


“the funniest woman in America," 


and then asks, “if she isn’t, [ would 
like to know who is.” (I'll tell him: 
Betty Friedan:) The: Observer's 
reviewer must be such a poor judge 
of comedy only because the likes of 
-England’s Kenneth Robinson is 
considered a wit, Robinson hus 
‘been a top radio and TV personality 


Diaspora Jew, if not to the 
propagandist.” Even the wound of 
the Old City’s loss is not so fresh 
anymore. For Jews its essence was 
the Wuiling Wall...but since restora- 
tion of the state, who needs to 
wail?” (Who indeed?). Or take the 
description of Meir Pa'il (whom she 
calls “Meler Pacel") — “a tall 
vigorous, smiling man. Colonel 
Paeel had smile wrinkles at the cor- 
ners of his eyes, a characteristic | 
noticed among many of the other 
officers, although someone else 
might say it came from squinting in 
the sun.” 

Perhaps, simply, Tuchman is 
writing of a different, past Isract, 
the cleaner, pleasanter, more 
hopeful land than that bequeathed 
us by the victories of June 1967. 

Her review of Kissinger's 
autobiography is scathing and il- 
luminating about herself as well as 
her subject. ‘‘Geopolitical," she 
writes, “‘is his favourite word, ap- 
plied to every problem in every 
region — and it is, in this outsider's 
opinion, the explanation of 
American mistakes. Our approach 
is too geopolitical and not sul- 
ticiently loval." She quotes Kis- 
singer's unnoyance at protocol’s oc- 
casional relegation of him tu remate 
corners at dinner tables: “1 spent 
much Lime calculating the distance 
sepurating me from the presidential 

person and the odds on my reaching 
my car before the Presidential 
limousine pulled out.” Who, she 
asks, can envy the life of of- 
ficialdom weighed down by these 
concerns? All in all, a number of 
fine cxsuys among u greater number 
that are uninspiring and fiat, 

Definitely not Tuchman at her best. 

Another kind of history — the 
insider-reporter’s eye-view — is of- 
fered in Theodore White's In Search 
of History (Warner Books, $3.95), 8 
form of journalistic “political 
autobiography.” 

The initial chapters on White's 
upbringing as a poor Jew in Boston 
and Harvard are excellent, as are 
the chapters on China during 1938- 
1945. 

The chapter on bis run-in with 
MacCarthyism in the late 1940s is 
also worth reading but then, 
somewhere mid-way through the 
book the prose and subject matter 
will and expire. White's five years in 
Europe—1948-53—despite 8 Berlin 
Airlift, a “hot" Cold War, and a ma- 
jor cultural rejuvenation, have left 
little memorable in these pages. Still 
more surprising is the lack of real 
interest generated by the chapters 
on White and Amerigan politics, 

1954-63, the years in which he 
wrote The Making of the President 
series and was a friend of the Ken- 
nedys. Π'

THE selected writings of an 
educationalist and communal 
jeader, who has spent a lifetime in 
conversation with men and ideas, 
generally portray, first and and 
foremost, the man we encounter 
through his writings, and his ideas 
— as reflected in his selection. The 
man we meet in such a volume may 
be a consistent rebel or a stubbornly 
unchanging link in the chain. Or, 
though this is perhaps less likely, he 
may be a critically loyal son of a 
tradition that he loves but enlarges 
through the men he meets and the 
ideas he contemplates. Alexander 
Carlebach’s Men and Ideas in- 
troduces us to this type of man, 

Carlébach is the product of the 
not-very-large but very influential 
and self-confident movement, neo- 
Orthodoxy, initiated by Rabbi 
Samson Raphael Hirsch ἱπ, (9th 
century Germany. His family, 
beginning with his grandfather, 
Rabbi Salomon Carlebach of 
Libeck, was one of the leading rab- 
binical dynasties which embodied 
the vision of Torah im Derech Eretz, 
a synthesis of Jewish traditionalism 
and modern culture, 

In his keen portraits of in- 
dividuals and their times, most of 
them encountered in an active life 
of rabbinical leadership in Ger- 
many, England, Ireland and Israel, 
and some reconstructed from 
historical research, we 868 
Carlebach describing the milieu 
which shaped his identity and his 
fundamental loyalties; at the same 
lime, we observe him testing former 
verities and insights in the crucible 
of — and through confrontation 
with — other places, enthusiasms 
‘and challenges. : 

Thus, we look in on the lives of 
rabbis who read Greek classics, and 
studied Talmud, in a Germany 
which they considered completely 
congenial to their Jewish sen- 
sibilities; and we shire Carlebach's

He seemed cold, 
lacking in emotional breadth and in 
natural (and national!) sympathics. 
Carlebach's achievement is to sec 
all this from the Zionist (ironically, 
more universally Jewish-and- 
human) vantage point, and yet to 
maintain an active sympathy for 
what neo-Orthadoxy represented, 
He admits that the Hirschian type 
often appeared reserved, even ‘un- 
lovable, but he recalls also his 
elegance, charm and solemnly 
joyous family attachments. 
Carlebach's essays on rabbinical 
personalities, pious ϑα' αἰαὶ baylt, and 
family luminaries, give us a sense of 
the different temperaments and 
types of German neo-Orthodoxy, 
from the unabashedly sentimental 
to the tidily rationalistic. 

All loyal, even critically loyal, 
sons of German neo-Orthodoxy 
continually ask themselves what 
father and mother “would have 
said”; (heir religious allegiance Is 
never detached from a_ con- 
sciousness (sometimes insufferable 
to the observer) of roots and {filial 
responsibility, Baruch Kurzweil, in 
a well-known essay on Isaac Breuer, 
has remarked on the spiritual and 
intellectual ambiguities resulting 
from this loyally, However, If the 
son teaches himself to ask, not 
“What did father and mother 
think?” bul “What would they have 
thought In our new situation?”, (hen 
personal loyalty transcends itself. 
Carlebach finds in the fives and 
teachings of his spiritual mentors a 
rich saurce of memory, and a model 
for future creativity, rather than an 
excuse for rigidity or fixation. 


THE AUTHOR is an enthusiastic 
Zionist; his father and grandfather 
cordially disliked Zionism. Yet he is 
proud (and considera it somehow 
fitting) that his grandfather's Sefer 
Tora should have found a home in 
Masuot Yitzhak, a religious seitle-

sibility of modern scholarship and 
its “courage of tentativeness," but, 
even here, Carlebach conveys a 
‘homiletic message which reiterates 
his core loyalties of piety, culture 
and intelligence. 

Thus he shares the enthusiasm of 
his fathers for enlightened obser- 
vance, and their pride in the rab- 
binic calling, yet he demands 
mutual tolerance for religious and 
secular Jews, and suggests that rab- 
bis who wish to lead the Jewish 
world should try to understand it. 
For him, the throwing of stones in 
Jerusalem on the Sabbuth evokes 
the witty and sad image of “the stone 
nge," and the Solmarer Rebbe leads 
him to muse on “picturesque Lrapp- 


_ ings of a bygone age." 


There are some sections of this 
book which will be of interest only 
το those who shared the experiences 
described or recorded. But the main 
thesis, illustrated in many essays 
and letlers, is of general importance 
and deserves wide discussion. 
Traditional Judaism, Carlebach 
maintains, must learn from its own 
experience, yet we must seek out, in 
the men and ideas of our time, any 
potentially meaningful experience 
for a religous Jewish renaissance. 

Certainly there is ἃ kind of innate 
tension in Carlebach’s ideas. [ἢ this, 
too, he is responding sensitively to 
our times.

Along with soft drinks, bread ac- 
counts for a large number of the 
complaints which reach Health 
Ministry offices — mainly about the 
presence of “‘foreign bodies” such 
as insects. Relative to the vast quan- 
tities of bread sold each day, 
however, the proportion of com- 
plaints is not very high, The state of 
bread is improving, Mor says, with 
the gradual closure of the smaller 
bakeries and the expansion and 
modernization of the bigger ones.

AMONG THE MOST popular new 
type of bread is the French-atyle 
baguette produced by Tel Aviv's La 
Javanaise, which originally made a 
reputation with the very special 
cakes and chocolates sold at its café 


in Jerusalem, now closed, Αἱ their. 
‘Herzliya Pituah bakery, Moshe and 


Gila Iman, whose background is 
Tunisian and French, are now 
producing the bread which is 
gradually being distributed daily to 
all parts of the country. 

“We decided to follow the full: 
tradition of the French boulangerie- 
patisserie, which bakes bread daily,” 
they say. Under the eye of a baker 
they brought over from France, 
they are making two types of loaf, 


one the famous long, thin one, the’ 


other shorter and more doughy, but 
both weighing 250 grams and having 
8 recommended price of [S!2. 
Both have the same ingredients: 
white flour, riatural yeast, water and 


salt (more' than normal in our bread,’ 
which is apparent in the'taste), but. 


absolutely:no sugar or fat. The bak- 
ing is done at high humidity, which, 


paradoxically produces light bread 
with a low water content. [f a loaf 
has been put in the freezer or left to 
go stale, the original crispness can 
be restored by popping it into the 
oven. 

While La Javanaise is not legally 
required to wrap the loaves, it has 
decided to go over voluntarily to 
packaging in a white plastic 
“sleeve,” partly for hygienic and 
esthetic reasons, but also to ensure 
easy identification and avoid imita- 
tions. The firm's emblem is the 
French flag, which also appears asa 
paper sticker on the bread itself, In 
case that falls off. the bread is iden- 
tifiable by the characteristic pattern 
of its Teflon baking pans, visible on 
the underside of each loaf. 


SOME WEEKS AGO, after Israe! 
Food Week, | wrote about attempts 
to bake bread from a new cat- 
tonseed flour, Miloupro, made by 
the Milouot complex of Western 
Galilee kibbutzim. Now the flour 
mill has made an arrangement with 
Oranim's bakery in Upper Nazareth 
to produce protein-rich cottonseed 
bread for the whole country. Under 
the name Lehem Kutan (Cotton- 
bread), it is being marketed as 
whole loaves, sliced bread, and 
rolls. 

Cottonseed bread has a higher 
᾿ς protein level than regular bread — 
H the Miloupro people claim 19 as op- 
ΓΞ posed to 8 per cent but most Israelis 
μὲ will not choose the new bread for 
that reason, a8 our diet is hardly 
lacking in protein. What may attract 
them is its slightly nutty flavour, its 
relatively long shelf-life, and its 
claim to be lower in calories than 
ordinary bread by about 20 per 
cent. This is both because of a lower 
caloric content of the cottonseed 
flour, and the addition to the recipe 
of some 20 per cent bran which has 
no calories, but aids the body's 
elimination process. 

Oranim say the Food Control 
Service will not allow It to write 
“dietetic or “low calorie’ on its 
labels, though it does require it to 
wrap the bread and list its in- 
gredients. The bakery is just finaliz- 
ing terms of the permit to make this 
bread. One reason for the Health 
Ministry's close supervision is to- 
make sure the percentage of col- 
tonseed flour — about 15. per cent 
at present — does not get too high, 
because cottonseed contains 
something called gossypol which is 
difficult for humans to tolerate 
beyond a certain low level. 
Pesticide residues will also have to 
be checked on periodically since 
cotton fields are apt to be very 
heavily sprayed. 

The Oranim bakery recommends 
that the half-kilo unsliced cot- 
tonseed loaf sell for 1811.80 and the 
sliced loaves for 1514.30. It claims 
this bread retains its freshness for at 
least three days. 

At ἃ press conference last week, 
the Ma'‘adenal Bar bakery belonging 
to Kibbutz Einat introduced its ow2 
new cottonseed bread, Pat-Kulat, 
which uses 30 per cent of the 
Miloupro flour, a much highe 
proportion than the Food Contre. 
Service recommends, 1 have now 
been told by the Health Ministry 
that it has not given Ma ‘adenai Bar ® 
permit to use the flour, nor to labe 
the bread low calorie, as it is doing.
